2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-45 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Goschy et al (U.S. patent No. 6,545,661). 
Goschy et al discloses a control device for controlling a display of a computer system for use with a video game. The control device 
comprises a coordinate control unit for inputting information related to a vertical and a horizontal tilt of the control device, a mouse 
control unit for inputting computer mouse input information; a game play control unit for inputting game play information; and a 
controller for processing the inputted information from the control units to provide game information to the computer system (Figs. 1-3; 
col. 2, lines 49 through col. 3, line 36; col. 4, lines 34-65; and col. 5, lines 4-20 and 54-61). 

Claims 1-45 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
